Met my 
hu sban d , Coleman , when I was thir­ 
teen y ears of age, an d was married to 
him when I was six teen y ears old . 
John Hen ry Gru bbs, as he is kn own 
here, is n amed Leslie B u od ran t ar d 
was raised with me in Ken tu cky . 
He chan ged his n ame on accou n t of 
gettin g in to trou ble. 
We mov ed here 
fiv e y ears ago. 
Bon d ran t followed in 
1907 an d board ed at ou r bou se. 
He 
paid fou r d ollars a week board an d I 
n ev er took an y other mon ey from him. 
T he first time I wen t with him an y 
place was to the Oon n ersv ille street 
fair last y <*ar an d then I on ly wen t a f­ 
ter he agreed to pay all ex pen ses an d 
after my hu sban d said he thou ght 
wou ld be all right.
